They call him “Miracle Man.’’ He has survived 
an ordeal that many do not survive. 

Two weeks ago, Hal Jordan, co-owner of Gem 
Plumbing in Sierra Madre, was getting ready to take 
his wife, Nita, and three grandchildren on an annual 
trip to Yosemite. It was mid-afternoon on Sunday, 
July 16, and he had just come in from doing last- 
minute preparations for a camping-out vacation; 
checking the Coleman stoves, filling tires on the bikes.

auto trip. He went into the Jordan home and told 
his wife he would take a shower before lunch. 

Jordan was sitting in his easy chair in the living- 
room when suddenly he reared back in his chair 
and began making gargling noises. Nita says she went 
over to him and when she saw his face she knew 
that something was terribly wrong. 

She ran to the phone and dialed 9-1-1, ran back 
and tried to blow air into Hat’s mouth. 

The Sierra Madre Emergency Medical Techni¬ 
cians were at the door at that moment. Bob Spears, 
who lives a few doors down from the Jordans, 
was the first to arrive, then Tony Lerner was at the 
door and pulled Hal out of his chair onto the floor. 

A quick assessment by Spears showed that Hal 
had no pulse, was not breathing and had lapsed 
into unconsciousness. 

Lerner started cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
(CPR) while Spears got the city’s new defibrilla¬ 
tion unit ready. The door filled with more EMTs; 
Steve Smith, Al Ros, Michael Delgatto, Michael 
Tyler, Bob Burnett and Fire Marshal Bill Kramer. 
Because the men often work as a team, they set 
about to complete the necessary tasks in the quest 
to save Jordan’s life. 

The defibrillator was ready and Lerner placed 
the two electrical leads on Hal’s chest and the 
shock was sent through the unconscious man’s 
body in an effort to start his heart. 

Steve Smith was giving Hal oxygen all this time. 
The defibrillator analyzer was assessing the heart’s 
reaction and it showed ventricular defibrillation. 
So they shocked Hal one more time with the defib¬ 
rillator. Hal’s chest heaved and he began breathing. 

“By the time we were putting him in the am¬ 
bulance he was starting to breathe on his own,’’ 
Spears said. Bob Burnett drove while Smith and 
Spears rode in back with Tyler, continually giving 
Hal CPR and monitoring his heart rate. 

Lerner noted two weeks later in an interview 
that Hal was breathing so deeply that the balloon 
attached to the oxygen was being sucked in so strong¬ 
ly that it totally collapsed with each breath, then 
filled again to be totally collapsed once more with 
Hal’s deep breathing. 

“Methodist has a great ER(emergency room) 
and they were ready for us since we’d called ahead. 
The patient was immediately hooked up to a heart 
monitor and given appropriate drugs. The great 
part of the defibrillator is that it records not 
only the heart action but also all the conversation, 
so that the ER attendants had a total recording of 
everything that had happened from the moment 
we began using the defibrillator on Hal,” Spearv 
said. 

Other Sierra Madre firefighters who are alst' 
EMT IDs chimed in immediately that the most im 
portani part of Hal's “save” was that Nita called 
immediately, they arrived immediately and action 
was started within moments

Residents below the Lawson Martin proposed 
tiiltside development off Santa Anita Drive and other 
cop.'crned citizens were both surprised and confused 
to learn that the application of the Martins’ is 
not a dead issue, despite City Council initial denial 
on May 9 and subsequent confirmation of denial 
on June 13. 

Unfortunately — depending on the point of 
view — the procedures, as spelled out in the current 
ordinance covering such development, are both 
complicated and subject to different interpretations 
by attorneys on three sides (the city, the Lawson 
Martins and those in opposition). 

Although City Attorney Charles Martin (no 
relation to the Lawson Martins) has commented 
disparingly about this portion of the code, it is 
what currently exists and the city must follow its 
mandates in this matter. 

City Attorney Martin has stated that he “does 
not believe a staff position should approve par¬ 
cel maps with only the right of appeal to the res¬ 
ponsible agencies,” i.e., the Planning Commission 
and City Council. However, as the code now stands, the 
“Lead .Agency,” or final authority subject to appeal is 
Oliver Dablo, director of public works, not the council, 
which acts only in an advisory capacity, according to 
Ciiy Administrator Jim McRea. 

At the May 9 meeting, the council rejected 
the Environmental Impact Report and recommended 
denial of the four-lot map, and confirmed these 
actions on June 13, but the final approval or 
denial rested with Dablo. 

The council also recommended that the applica¬ 
tion not be re-opened and an “amendment” to the 
Parcel Map (i.e. three lots instead of four) not be 
allowed. 

All of these recommendations, along with those 


of the Planning Commission which had previously 
recommended denial, were submitted to Dablo. 

He has not yet rendered his formal decision, 
although his draft decision concurs with the recom¬ 
mendations to deny. 

The Martins, in the meantime, have submitted a 
plan to divide the 3.3-acre parcel into two lots, 
instead of four. Their attorney, Mark W. Steres of 
Brown, Winfield and Canzoneri, maintains they have 
a right to submit an “amended” application. Con¬ 
cerned citizens question this, in view of the coun¬ 
cil’s action. 

Dablo says City Attorney Martin advised him 
to accept it for consideration. The city attorney 
is recuperating from surgery and was not avail¬ 
able for comment, so the reasoning behind his 
advice remains unclear. 

Dablo is including the new proposal in his de¬ 
cision on the matter. 

But the matter will not end there. In fact, it is 
only about mid-way in what appears to be both an 
unusually lengthy and exceptionally complicated set 
of procedures. 

If Dablo elects to send the new proposal to 
the council for determiniation as to whether or 
not their decision would have been different with 
regard to a two-lot proposal, according to McRea, as op¬ 
posed to the previous four-lot application, the council 
will be obliged to do so, once again referring the matter 
back to him, accompanied by their new determina¬ 
tion, for approval or denial by the “Lead Agen¬ 
cy” (Dablo). 

If Dablo approves either the new proposal or 
the four-lot application, or both, the council itself 
or opponents may appeal this decision to the coun¬ 
cil, setting yet another public hearing.

Conservancy committee outlines 
goals, plans community seminar

Sierra Madre’s newiy appointed Conservancy 
Committee held its second meeting last week and 
immediately started study of various resource mater¬ 
ials related to the possibilities available for estab¬ 
lishing a conservancy or land trust for the re¬ 
maining undeveloped hillside areas. 

Attorney Randall Taylor was appointed com¬ 
mittee interim chairman. 

Among the documents which the committee 
will be examining are maps showing that almost 1600 
acres of undeveloped hillside property could be the 
target of conservancy or land trust protection. 

The maps show 89 separate parcels of land 
within the city boundaries owned by 45 different 
parties, with single owners holding anywhere from 
one piece of property to as many as nine separate 
parcels. 

The city is the largest single owner, holding 
over 195 acres in various parcels. Its largest hold¬ 
ing within the city boundaries is 120 acres which 
is part of the Sierra Madre Historical Wilderness 
Area established by city ordinance adopted in 
1%7. 

The Wilderness Area encompasses over 1000 
acres in Little Santa Anita Canyon of which the 
120-acre parcel is the lowest point. It continues up 
to an elevation of almost 6700 feet and to within 
less than a mile of the Mt. Harvard summit. 


t he Wilderness Area is already set aside “in 
perpetuity,” but could be negated by a vote of the 
electorate. A conservancy or land trust would provide 
protection which could not be set aside. 

Of the 638 acres within the city, nine private 
owners who hold five or more acres account for 
over 379 acres, or 59 percent of the total. The indi¬ 
vidual holdings range from 7.3 acres to over 103 
acres. If the 25 acres owned by the Los Angeles 
County Flood Control District and the 195 city- 
owned acres are added to this, 11 parties hold 599 
acres, or almost 94 percent of the land within the 
city available for a conservancy, in addition to the 
Wilderness Area higher up. 

The remaining 6 percent is held by 36 different 
owners in parcels raning from .00023 of an acre to 
4.3 acres. 

The Conservancy Committee will face the task 
of deciding whether to approach all of these dif¬ 
ferent owners, or limit the conservancy to certain 
contiguous portions, and which pieces to set for prior¬ 
ity action. 

The committee appointed attorney Herb Stroh 
to investigate various aspects of incorporation and 
legal needs, which must be addressed before any 
action involving land can be addressed. 

Anne Wolfe will be investigating how a con-

Suppose I told you there was a quality 
retailer interested in bringing variety store mer¬ 
chandise to downtown Sierra Madre. Suppose 
I told you there is an existing vacant location 
the prospect was specifically interested in 
acquiring. Now, suppose 1 told you the prospect 
and the property owner had negotiated back 
and forth for a month or so and were close 
to an agreement. So, you say, what’s your 
problem, what’s the point? 

Let’s say the prospect and property ow¬ 
ner have determined they have negotiated away 
everything they can economically afford to and 
they will not be able to reach agreement and 
sign a lease. Here’s your question for today. 
Would you support your Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency (CRA) if they invested a modest 
sum of CRA funds to make it possible for 
that prospective retailer to move into down¬ 
town? 

Since most decisions are either “cold hard 
fact based” (will the action produce a net 
gain/profit), or filled with subjective opinion- 
based judgments (is the action proposed in the 
best interested of the broadest number of 
people), or a combination of the two, you 
probably would like more facts before you 
commit yourself. 


Space precludes providing an in-depth 
case study. Use these few background items 
for your decision. The amount of CRA money 
involved is under $10,000; new sales tax revenues 
annually will be $1000 to $1500; the prospect 
believes it will take two years to determine 
the profitability of a new store and thus will 
sign a two-year lease; the property owner is 
willing to sign a two-year lease; the prospect 
will participate in downtown promotion pro¬ 
grams; the prospect will primarily sell goods 
not presently available in any other local retail 
store. 

Okay, now what do you say? If I’m making 
a policy decision do I have your support? 
Cards, letters, etc. are invited to the address 
at the end of this column. 

Three copies of the Economic Research 
Associates Work Paper II, “Retain Demand 
Factors and Alternative Development Scen¬ 
arios,” have been placed at the Sierra Madre 
Library. Your comments, thoughts, and sugges¬ 
tions are invited.

A1 Ros, a professional actor who is a mem 
ber of the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department, 
won two gold and two silver medals at the Summer 
State Police and Firemen’s Olympics at CalState 
mid-July. 

The Cuban native, who came with his family to 
Pasadena when he was 1 year old, set a new slate 
record of 22 seconds in the 200-meter dash and re¬ 
ceived a gold medal.

Ros is a member of the All-American Track 
Club and has been running for the past 12 years, 
since high school days at La Salle High School, 
Pasadena. He has been a Decathlete since 1985 
and tried out in the 1984 Olympic trials. 

Political problems in Cuba were the reason the 
Ros family migrated from Cuba in 1962. They have 
lived in Pasadena since then, and Ros’ father, Al¬ 
berto Sr., is an ironworker for Lee and Daniel 
in Azusa. His mother, Rachelle, is in quality con¬ 
trol in the garment district. He also has three sis¬ 
ters, two older and married and one who still is at 
home and a 1989 graduate of Alverno High School.

“It’s a curve. The longer you wait, the poorer 
the odds. There was a lot of luck and teamwork. 
The chances of survival were a lot less betore we 
had the defibrillator. For us, Hal’s survival is a 
miracle. Both Hal and Gordon (Caldwell, co¬ 
owner with Jordan of Gem Plumbing) used to be 
members of the Fire Department. Both contributed 
a lot toward the defibrillator. It’s very ironic that 


Hal was one of those we were able to save with the 
help of the defibrillator,” Spears said. 

While your editor sat in the Jordan living- 
room Saturday afternoon with several members of 
the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department who 
had participated in the emergency 13 days before, 
we listened to conversations between Jordan, his 
wife, and the firemen. 

Hal: “We really appreciate your efforts ... I 
don’t think anything could be the same as you guys .. . 
You know we owe so much to the Good Lord . . .

A 
few months ago I had eaten a big dinner and had 
some terrific upper chest pains. As soon as I got 
rid of that it went away. I don’t think that had any¬ 
thing to do with my heart. 1 have just felt great 
until this happened. But now I feel great again.” 

Spears: “I was there in less than a minute. 

1 looked at Hal and thought maybe it was a stroke. 

1 took his pulse and thought, ‘Oh, Jeeze.’ It didn’t 
look good. I thought there would be brain damage 
because Hal had stopped breathing.” 

Nita Jordan: “They told me that. They gave me 
30 minutes to make a decision, whether to use 
heroics or put Hal on life support. They thought 
there might be damage to the brain stem.” 

Spears: “I tried to tell you that...” 

Hal: “A doctor at Good Sam told me there’s 
one in a million this would happen to me. Every¬ 
one is calling me ‘Miracle Man.’ Jordan was sent 
from Methodist Hospital to Good Samaritan Hos¬ 
pital for an angiogram because of his insurance 
company’s designation. Methodist also does angio¬ 
grams. 

Mike Delgatto: “We seldom get to come back 
and visit with someone who has had this problem.” 

Hal: “I need to pay you guys back.” 

Tony Lerner: “We’re not in this job for pay.” 

Smith: “You had such strong breathing. A 


very strong breathing when you started to breathe on 
your own.” 

Hal: “A neurologist kept coming in and asking me 
to repeat what he had said before. He kept telling 
me he was amazed that I could remember every¬ 
thing up to Sunday and since then.” 

Nita: “Every nurse kept telling me it’s a miracle 
he’s alive.” 

Ros: “It does a lot for our enthusiasm to see 
you here like this.” 

Two years ago Nita went into diabetic coma 
and the EMTs called at the Jordan home, rushing 
her to Methodist Hospital. She responded quickly 
and has not had a relapse. 

How is Hal recuperating? “I can go back to 
work in two weeks. It’s hard to do nothing. I’m 
walking now and I need to get up to two minutes a 
day. And I’ve lost weight. I can’t tell you enough 
how important it is for us to take an aspirin a day. 
It’s really easy and I know it will keep my healthy.” 

The firemen were treated to giant pieces of angel 
food cake topped with strawberries and whipped 
cream, something neither of the Jordans may have 
because of their health. The angel cake didn’t 
last long with the firefighters around. They are 
hard workers and hearty eaters. 

Hal: “I wouldn’t be here without you guys. . . 
and the Good Lord.”

The casting is ex¬ 
cellent and the ac¬ 
tors entirely believable.

On the other hand, should Dablo rule against 
either or both, the Martins may appeal his decision 
to the council, which would also require another 

public hearing, says McRea. 

And then, yet again, the council’s decision 
would return to Dablo, according to McRea. 

The only short-cut in the convoluted scenario 
is the fact that the Planning Commission would not 
be involved in this latest set of go-rounds. 

So far, nobody wants to look beyond this point 
and dark mutters have been overheard about the 
matter still being unresolved as we reach the year 
2000. 

City Attorney Martin has stated that the pre¬ 
vious findings, which included increased traffic and 
fire hazards, water problems and other potentially 
adverse effects, would apply to three houses as well 
as four, although the extent of the problems 
posed would obviously be less. 

Whether or not two houses would pose suf¬ 
ficiently reduced problems to warrant approval will 
now be a matter for determination, as well as the 
original four-lot application. 

In the “amended” application the westerly lot 
would 90,407 square feet and adjoining lot to 
the east, which would include the controversial hair¬ 
pin turn, would be 41,476 square feet. The westerly 


pad would be 1085 square feet and other 1075 
square feet. Both lots were previously graded and 
the amount of earth movement, which was one of 
the matters of concern to residents below, would be 
reduced to around 4000 cubic yards, instead of 12,500 
cubic yards in the four-lot proposal. 

The access on the south side of the hairpin 
turn, another major traffic safety concern, would 
also be eliminated, with only one access which 
would be situated to the north of the turn, along 
with widening of the road, a turn-around and a pro¬ 
tective berm proposed at that point for added safe¬ 
ty, Dablo points out. 

The Chantry Flat Gate, another bone of 
contention, would be moved northward, beyond the 
access road to the two lots. 

The new proposal, if approved, would only 
apply to the lot split. The two houses would be 
subject to the current moratorium and subsequent 
new hillside ordinance requirements involving height, 
ambience, etc. 

According to McRea, the earliest possible date 
for the council’s consideration would be the meet¬ 
ing of Aug. 8. 

The News will publish information concerning 
further developments in the matter for interested 
readers.

Shirley, Gary Smith, 
former regents, 
die in Washington 

Last week’s News reported the deaths of Shirley 
and Howard “Gary” Smith, formerly of Sierra 
Madre. Since then. The News has received com¬ 
plete information from Washington sources. 

The Smiths died last Tuesday and three others 
were injured in a collision of a car and two motor¬ 
cycles about 1:40 p.m. The accident shut down the 
highway for over two hours. 

Howard Gary Smith, 47, died at the scene. 
Shirley E. Smith, 52, died of internal injuries at a 
. nearby hospital. 

The Smiths and George and Jean 
Bartelds were embarking on a vacation and just 
minutes after they left, the accident happened. The 
westbound motorcyles collided with an eastbound 
automobile driven by a 17-year-old female whose 
car crossed the centerline. It clipped the side of the 
Bartelds’ motorcycle and struck the Smith motor¬ 
cycle head-on. 

The Bartelds’ motorcycle plunged down an em¬ 
bankment with George Bartelds suffering broken 
ribs and abrasions. Jean Bartelds suffered a broken 
left leg. 

Maryls F. Shutt, driver of that auto that hit the 
motorcyclists, suffered a cut leg and was released 
from the hospital. 

Shirley Smith was thrown from the vehicle 
and pinned under a small trailer that was being 
towed by the motorcycle. Both the motorcycle 
and car came to rest on top of Howard Smith, 
against a tree, trapping him underneath. 

The funeral service for the Smiths was held 
Saturday. 

Gary Smith, an EMT and captain of the Sierra 
Madre Fire Dept, years ago, was born May 6, 
1942 in Welland, Ontario, Canada. Shirley Smith, 
52, was born on June 26, 1937 in Finch, Ontario, 
Canada. She was a nurse’s aide at the Christian 
Rest Home in Lyndon. 

They were married in Kingston, Ontario May 
2, 1964 and moved to Whatcom County from Sierra 
Madre in 1978. Interment was scheduled for Finch, 
Ontario. 

The Smiths are survived by their son, Howard. 
Gary is also survived by his brothers, Neil and 
Richard Smith, and two sisters, Dorothy Hume and 
Anita Gregory. 

Shirley Smith is survived by her mother, Vio¬ 
let Heasley of Ontario and a sister, Inez Wheeler.

In 
the park, they also went 
rafting in 38-degree 
water on the Nenana 
River. 


They saw the Colum¬ 
bia Glacier while ferry¬ 
ing from Whittier to 
Valdez, where they 
saw oil tankers being 
filled. 

To conclude the trip 
they took a wilderness 
train ride from Danali 


back to Anchorage. 

The Harbichts have 
been spending vaca¬ 
tions on bikes for nine 
years. Bob took the 
first trip with son 
Rob when the latter 
was 15 years old. They 
spent a week riding 
from San Francisco to 
Los Angeles. Then
